The Federal newapsiiers bat a short time 
a«;o teemed with exoltanl accounts of the 
desolation of the conatry lying between tbe 
Big Black and Yazoo rivers, in Mississippi, 
for a stretch of over fifty miles, wrought by 
tlM€tev*lry or Gen. Orant*! army BO «^ be - 
sisgidg Vicksburg.

Section 1. The first and second clauses 
of the twenty-sixth section, third article of 
the Con.stitution, are iioreby abrogated.

If tbe States calling themselves 'the Con- 
federate States of America,' will consent to 
emaqcipate the negro slaves in those States, 
such ^niataeipation to be guaranteed by a lib- 
eral European commission, the emancipa- 
tion to be inaugurated at once, and such 
time to bo allowed for its completion as the 
commission shall adjudge to be necessary 
and just, and such emancipation once made 
to be irrevocable— then the Abolitionists 
and AtitioSlaTery leaders of tbe Northern 
States shall immediately oppose tba prosa- 
ention of the war on tbe partof the United 
States Government — and, sfneis tHoy' bold 
the balance of power, will certainly cause 
tiiewarto cease, by the immediate with- 
drawal of every kind of support front it. 

I know that the ultimate decision upon

Both sides seem to have Buffered onosoally 
by tbe loss of Generals and other officers, 
killed, wonnded and captured; but on that 
score the Federala are reported as losing the 
most Generals. Tbe rebel General Barks- 
dale was t(illed; and Longstreet was first re- 
ported killed; then captured, then killed 
again, then resurrected, and now at last alive 
uncaptured. Hill also waa reported killed 
or captured, but this too ia now doubted. — 
On the Federal side, Oeneiala Bayoolds, 
Paul, Zook, Faros worth, are reported killed, 
and many more Generals, beaidea other offi- 
cers, wounded. But the reports are so con- 
fused and conflicting, up to this mement, 
that Witil tbe smoke of battle cleara away, 
ff0^imgat no certainly clear and intelligible 
{dM of the results of the operations in Penn- 
sylvania and Maryland, and indeed, they 
are not yet terminated, though the present 
aspects of tbe situation are decidedly in favor 
of the Federals, if we can trust tbeir reports 
so far. It may be a week or mora yet, are 
we learn the exact result. 

The newa from Vicksburg is, that Gen. 
Pembertoo, in command of the poat^ snr- 
rendered, aneonditionally, at 10} o'dodc on 
Saturday the 4th, yielding 20,000 prisoners 
to the Federals. This purports to have 
come by a boat which left Vicksburg on 
Sunday and had arrived at Cairo, 640 miles, 
the nearest telegraphic station in communi- 
cation with Washington, whence the intel- 
ligence has been given to tba ooontry.— 
Some donbt ia thrown on tha verity of tbia 
newa, from the an pp oaad imptaetieability of 
a boat from Vicksburg to Csiro making tbe 
diatance in tbe time atated, and from the 
large number of forces said to have been 
taken in tbe Vicksburg garrison, as it is be- 
lieved 20,000 men could have cut their way 
tbrongh any point of Grant's long and at- 
tenoated lines and joined Johnston without 
very serious lose of numbers. We shall 
learn the tratb, however, after a while. — 
Bat oaneadtag the fall of Vicksburg, it 
liberates Grant's large army, with part of 
which he can succor vaaka in bis mported 
diatreaa, and aid him~ in tbe redaotion of 
Port Hudson, and with the remainder per- 
haps aid Bosecraoa by attacking Bragg'g 
roar.

on oonviction before any Court of tba United 
States having jurisdictiou thereof, shall be 
punished by a tine not exceeding five thou- 
sand dollars, and by impritionment during a 
term not less than six months, nor exceed- 
ing three years: Provided always, that 
nothing in this act contained shall be con- 
strued to abridge the right of individual 
citiaeoa of the United Statea to apply, by 
themaelves, or tbeir lawful sgent^ to any 
foreiga government, or tbe agenta thereof, 
for the redress of any injuries in relation to 
person or property which such individuals 
may havo eus'ained from such government 
ar any of its agents, cilizent) or suhjscts.

•ToBX, Pbnv., Jane 30, 1868. 

'To the Citisena of York: 

*I have abstained from burning tbe rail- 
road buiKiii <;s and car-shops in your town, 
bec»u!e, after examination, I am satifficd tbe 
safety of the town vi/ould be endangered, 
and, acting in the spirit of humanity, which 
has ever characterized my movement and its 
military authorities, I do not desire to in- 
volve the innocent in the aame punishment 
with tbe guilty. Had I applied the torch 
without regard to consequences, I would
